We, W. Hemingway of the County 
of Allegheny, and State of Pennsyl- 
vania, and T. W. Ballew of the 
County of Mercer, State of Missouri, 
in consideration of the purse, st!pula- 
tions and .agreements hereinafter 
specified and set forth, do agree as 
follows: To engage in a horserace, 
at or near the city or town of Coun- 
icl Bluffs, Io., between new and 6 
all subject to the following condi- 
tions. Said race to be under the 
auspices of ourselves. Distance of 
said race tobe 600 yards and to be 
for a purse or premium of 3$50,000,. 
$4000 of the same pow posted as for- 
feit in the hands of George Wilson 
as puree holder. Balance of said 
purse or premium te be posted one 
hour before race, said race to be 
decided by a judge, who is to be 
mutually agreed upon and satisfac- 
tory to all parties interested in this 
event. Said purse, or premium, and 
anything that may be wagered on 
the side is is to be given to the win-. 
ner or winners without hesitation, 
regardless of protest, according to 
decision of judge, which decision 
shall be final. 

All parties hereto bind themselves 
to abide by said decision, exonerate 
the purse holder from all Mability 
and in no case resort to the law. It 
is further agreed that either party 
that fails to comply with all the 
terms and conditions herein set forth 
shall forfeit to the party complying 
with same, all the money placed in 
the purse or premium. In witness 
whereof we have set our hands the 
twelfth day of October, 1908.

Original Bond Issue Enough if 
Other Items Are Over- 
estimated.

Contracts let for the piers and super- 
structure of the free bridge are $203,912 
less than ‘the estimates made by the 
Board of Public Improvements. Con+ 
tracts are yet to be let for the railway 
and highway approaches and land for 
these approaches has yet to be bought, 
but President’ Reber of the Board 
Wednesday told the Post-Dispatch that 
the free bridge may be completed for 
$8,500,000, the amount of the original 
bond issue. 

It is possible that the estimates on 
the approaches and the land are as 
much in extess _of the’ actual cost as 
Were the estimates on the piers and 
superstructure. 

In a message made May 13, Mayor 
Kreismann stated that the city would 
lack $429,000 to complete the bridge, ac- 
cording to the estimates made by the 
engineers. If the remaining contracts 
scale down in proportion, no more 
money wil! be needed. 

Board’s Estimates High. 

The board estimated the costs of the 
superstructure at $1,525,000 with engin- 
eer’s fees, at 4 per cent or $61,000, :nak- 
ing a total of $1,586,000. The contract 
Tuesday was let for: $1,393,931, with en- 
gineers’ fees of $55,757, making the totak 
$1,449;699, $136,312 lessthan the estirhate. 

The board’s estimate on -the piers, in- 
cluding the engineers’ fees, was $546,000. 
The contract was let for $460,000.-..The 
4 per cent engineers’ fees brought fhe, 
total to $478,400. This was $67,800 lower 
than the estimate. 

The total of thé contracts let is $1,- 
927,688. This amount deducted from the 
$3,600,000 appropriated;-leayes a balance 
of $1,572,312 for the highway and rail- 
road approaches and the land necessary 
for them. The engineers’ estimates are 
$865,000 for the railroad approaches, $720,- 
000 for the land and about $225,000 for the 
highway approaches. At these esti- 
mates, the city would, be short $225,088, 
which would have to.be raised by an 
additional bond issue, but President Re- 
ber beleves that the contracts yet to 
be let and the purchase of the land will 
be sufficiently lower than the estimates 
to bring the total within $3,500,000.

“The arm twist behind the back is 
intended as a means to persuade a man 
to walk quietly to a patrol box.

When Schneider illustrated the leg- 
and-toe hold on Mackay, the latter 
tumbled with a heavy thud to the 
earth. The other holds made him as 
powerless as a kitten in the grasp of 
Schneider, who is not so heavy a man.

Made to Run Errands, 

That prior.to Aug..25, 1909, when they 
moved into separate rooms and had 
their final breach, she made him run 
errands, buy groceries and meats, mow 
the lawn and do other things before 
she would give him his supper, and 
that when he reached the table to eat 
he only meal he took at home for the 
day all the jellies and choice foods 
would be gone and he got only coarse 
fare. 

That his wife lets her grown son and 
married daughter and granddaughter

‘“T have achieved all my _ = success 
through thinking,’’ he said. ‘“The news- 
papers have jumped on me and others 
have differed. with: mie; but I have kept 
right on because I knew I was right. 
Mr. Roosevelt and I differed at times. 
He did some things of which I did not 
approve, but I did not hold that against 
him. I have made-it a-rule to permit 
officeholders to exercise their. own judg- 
ment. 

“But now I am out of politics and I 
have an opportunity to push my idea 
for remaking St. Louis, and I am going 
to do it. 

“Who is going to remake St. Louts?” 
Certainly not the existing civic organi- 
zations. I tell you there are at least 530 
members of the Business Men's League 
who draw all of their wealth. from the 
other side of the river, where they have 
their factories and business interests. 

“In future we must build differently. 
We must build as if there were not a 
building in St. Louis. 

“Where are our boulevards and our 
parkway systems? Compared with other 
cities we haven’t any. How can we 
get them. I'll tell you 

“Annex all of St. Louis County, Build 
a boulevard right out the Olive street 
road to the Missouri River. Establish 
a beautiful park there on the river 
bank. Run another boulevard to the 
Meramec River with another park ‘at 
the end of it. Build sewer and water 
systems in the County, not.for the pres- 
sent needs, but adequate to serve that 
great territory in the days to come 
when there shall be a mansion on every 
hill. 

Give Parks to Poor. 

“But don’t forget the poor in the con 
gested districts of our present city. 
Give them parks, too, and have a beat- 
tiful driveway extending along the en- 
tire river front. 

“What do we do for the children who 
breathe the smoke . and soot of the 
downtown tenement quarters? 

“Look at the Saturday and Sunday 
Hospital Association people. They make 
a great hurrah and run around with 
big badges on their coats and the so- 
ciety women get their names in the 
papers. But what do they do? True, 


_| they collect some money, but they don’t 


bring sunshine and comfort into the 
lives of those tenement dwellers. Those 
people néed parts and in the remaking 
of St. Louis they are going to have 
them. 

“St. Louis hasn't got.a speedway. We 

ought to have one, with the street car 
tracks in the center and automobile 
and carriage roads on either side. 
'“My plan is to reclaim great areas: 
where factories have encroached on 
residence districts. The way to do that 
is to set apart certain sites which would 
be desirable for factory purposes. These 
should be close to railroad terminals, of 
course. Where such terminal facilities 
do not now exist the Terminal Associa- 
tion should be given an opportunity to 
furnish them without compensation to 
the city. 

“There should be a special restricted 
area for establishments like. soap fac- 
tories, glue works, rendering plants and 
stockyards. 

: Model fer the World. 
_“The new portion of the city taken in 
by the annexation of St. Louls County 
will be built as a model for the world. 
The ‘seWer and water facilities will be 
ample for all time. the streets will be 
wide and there will be no grade cross- 
ings. . 
. “In time, too, important changes will 
be made in the existing city. Look at 
Olive. street. It is so narrow that in 


a few years it will not
